WASHINGTON, May 20.—John D. 


Rockefeller, testifying today before 
the Industrial Relations Commission 
for a second time in its inquiry into 
the recent strike against the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company, was sub- 
jected to searching examination by 
Chairman Walsh, who questioned him 
about the personal attitude of him- 
self and his father toward the strik- 
ing miners. He will continue his testi- 
mony tomorrow. 

After Mr. Rockefeller had read a 
statement relating to correspondence 
published since his appearance be- 
fore the commission in New York, 
Chairman Walsh brought up the case 
of John R. Lawson, a member of 
the Executive Board of the United 
Mine Workers of America, recently 
convicted of murder and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. He declared 
that W. W. Wiison, one of the jurors, 
had been identified as a_ traveling 
salesman for a biscuit company, who 
had exclusive sales privileges in the 
mining company’s plants. Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s attention also was called to 
Allegations that employees of the Col- 
orado company, who testified against 
Lawson, were detectives hiréd by the 
company, and the chairman asked 
what the witness would do for the 
sake of justice if the allegations 
proved to be true. 

Mr. Rockefeller, cool under rapid- 
fire questioning by the chairman, said 
he was determined that administra- 
tion of justice should be left to the 
State, and that if injustice could be 
shown, the Attorney-General 6f Col- 
orado would wish to try the Lawson 
case again. 

“Suppose,” asked Chairman Walsh, 
‘"t should be brought indubitably to 
you that W. W. Wilson, a traveling 
salesman for a biscuit company, one 
of the jurors in the Lawson case, had 
been given exclusive privilege of sell- 
ing his products to all of your camps, 
would you suggest to the authorities 
that you did not think that fair with 
a man’s life at stake?” 
“T am not familiar with the con- 
ditions.” Mr. Rockefeller replied. 
“Should it develop that what you say 
is true, I would do whatever is neces- 
sary to see that what is right was 
done.” 
“Do you think it right or fair to 
try a man before a juror who was 
situated with your company as I have 
described this man?” the chairman 
continued. 
“| think that the jurors should all 
have been selected with the greatest 
care.” Mr. Rockefeller answered, 
“and if any jurors selected were not 
properly fitted for the place, they 
should have been excu If it can 
be shown now that they were not 
proper men, the Attorney-General 
would want to try the case again, I 
am sure. The administration of 
justice should rest solely in the hands 
of the State.”

The purely unselfish side of Chris- 
tianity—foreign ns—occupied 
the attention of the Northern Baptist 
Convention at the afternoon and eve- 
ning sessions yesterday. This part 
of the work of the church, defined by 
Rev. W. E. Geistweit of San Diego as 
the “science of Christianizing human- 
ity,” appeals strongly to the senti- 
ment of the delegates. 

The presence of zealous missionaries 
direct from the dark corners of Af- 
rica, China, India and other heathen 
lands gave added enthusiasm to the 
Plans for spreading the gospel to the 
“uttermost parts of the world.” The 
leading missionary statesmen of the 
denomination and several of the most 
eager advocates of foreign missions 
participated in the meetings. 

The American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society had charge of the 
afternoon and evening programmes. 
Prof. Ernest D. Burton explained the 
comprehensive work of the board of 
managers at the afternoon gather- 
ing. A statement of Henry Bond, 
chairman of the board, in regard to 
its financial policy, resulted in a spir- 
ited discussion. 


RETRENCHMENT ISSUE. 


When Mr. Bond announced that this 
pyear'’s budget for conducting the work 
of the society had been fixed at $836,- 
000, as against $925,000 for last year, 
several leaders of the convention pro- 
tested against the policy of retrench- 
ment. 

“I believe we are becoming too 
afraid of making debts.” Rev. Mr. 
Geistweit declared from the floor. “I 
think this policy shows lack of faith. 
There is brilliant idealism in taking 
a chance on the future.” 

The remarks of the minister were 
applauded by the delegates and other 
speakers supported his arguments. 
Rev. Fred P. Haggard, home secretary 
of the society, defended the action of 
the board 


“Money talks,” Dr. Haggard de- 
clared. “If the board can be fur- 
nished with more money we will 
gladly add it to the budget.” | 

Maurice Price, son of Dr. Ira Price 
of Chicago University, appeared 
on the programme as & representative 
of the Baptist Student Volunteer 
movement. 

“We are ready to go if you will send 
us,” said the young man. “We can 
find ten, twenty or fifty students who 
will give their services if you will pro- 
vide the capital. We make this as a 
challenge. If the offer is not accepted 
the young men wi'll get tired waiting 
and will engage in‘ other work and 
be lost to the missionary cause.”’ 

Informal talks were made by Miss 
Helen Elgy of China, Rev. Eric Lind, 
pioneer missionary in the Philippines, 
and Rev. Cornelius Unruh of India. 
He received his education and early 
experience in Spain. He told of his 
work of translating the Bible into sev- 
eral dialects. Rev. Mr. Unruh, who 
ie a native of Russia, was on furlough 
in Germany at the outbreak of the 


European war. He was interned and

He said the 
Chief had acted in the main on the 
advice of the attorney and so would 
not be fined. 

Three affidavits were read by At- 
torney Ford in response to the cita- 
tion to the Chief and Mr. NMogers to 
show cause why a complaint should 
not be filed against them for sending 
the letter on March 31. ‘the first 
affidavit was by Mr. Rogers. He 
averred that tne letter wus written 
in the beiref that every citizen has a 
right to appeal to the grand jury for 
a thorougn investigation of any 
charges being maae aguinst him. The 
Chief’ affidavit was of similar im- 
port. The third affidavit was by C. 
E. Snively, secretary to the Chief. Mr. 
Snively took the entire responsibil: 
for the placing or the wewspaper 
editorials in tne letter. 

According to Mr. Kogers, the first 
information he had that a letter was 
to be sent was wnen Mr. Mnively told 
him he thougnt tnere was a pict to 
“get” the Cnief and suggeéstea that 
the grand jury be asked to make a 
thorougn inquiry before taking any 
definite steps. Mr. mogers esald he 
prepared tre framework of the letter 
and that Attorney Luther brown as- 
sisted him in tnat worn.

Charies E. Sligh, convicted of hav- 
ing robbed CC. Fred Harlow, was 
sentenced yesterday by Judge Craig 
to ten years in Folsom penitentiary. 
Sligh, who was a pal of Alfred Sells, 
confessed slayer of Mr. and Mrs.

Sella was given a life sentence by 
Judge Craig several weeks ago, after 
he had pleaded guilty to the Harlow 
robbery.

He said Sligh’s record 
was about the worst he had heard in 
the criminal annals of this county.

The name of Sullivan is reported 
to have been mentioned also by J. P. 
Buckley, one of the “agents,” who 
Was arrested followime Young's con- 
feesion. In addition to Sullivan the 
detectives are looking for a well- 
known Los Angeles attorney, who has 
been implicated in the affair.

MEETS GENIAL STRANGERS AND 
HAS SPLENDID TIME, 


Local Man Exchanges Savings of 
Many Hundred Dollars for Box 
Full of “Money”’—Pays Well for 
Education in the Wiles of Slip- 
pery Crook. 


In the profit-and-loss column of 
Mike Gautero's ledger was recorded 
yesterday the item $1460; and in the 
records of the police station it was 
recorded also as one of the largest 
hauls Italian bunco men have made 
in thie city for several years.

SALT LAKE ESTABLISHES CLOSER 


CONNECTION WITH BUR.- 
LINGTON SYSTEM. 


Meaning both faster service be- 
tween the tntermountain country and

Commission, who had been unable to 
take part in ite deliberations and in- 
vestigations and who disagreed frank- 
ly and strongly with its suggestion of 
consolidation. He said the commis- 
sion should have taken the conven- 
tion Into its confidence and let it be 
known in advance what the report 
was to be, so that members and dele- 
gates could have time to familiarize 
themselves with it before discussibn. 
Dr. A. J. Rowland, general secretary 
of the American Baptist Publication 
Society, opposed any movement 
which would put the present conven- 
tion on record in the matter and on 
motion of the Rev. J. W. Brougher, 
the convention decided to continue 
discussion today. 

The status of the Efficiency Com- 
mission remained in doubt in- the 
minds of some of the delegates, but 
after the meeting Secretary West 
maintained that under parliamentary 
rules, the commission must remain 
in active life until discharged either 
officially by vote of the convention or 
automatically by final disposition of 
its report at the 1916 convention.

EMEDIES FOR 
SCHOOL NEEDS. 


DENOMINATIONAL EDUCATIONAL 
WORK IN DANGER. 


Biggest Requirement to Continue 
in Face of Ever-growing Competi- 
tion with State Schools is Great 
of FPunde—Also More 
Work and Enthusiasm. 


More work, more enthusiasm and 
more money are needed by the 
Northern Baptist Convention for the 


wo educational work of the church in the 


United States and ways and means for 
bringing about a greater interest in 
the educational work of the conven- 
tion. were discussed yesterday morn- 


ing. 

Dr. Frank W. Padelford, secretary 
of the Baptist Board of Education 
Presented his report on the years 
work which showed that while activ- 
ity has been confined generally to 
the laying of a foundation for future 
activity, little has been done in the 
way of raising the funds necessary to 
Carry out these plans. The remedy 
suggested and informally approved by 
the convention was to interest, first, 
the pastors of the churches of the 
hRorthern convention and thus start 
aystematic campaign to enlist the 
members of the church throughout the 
country in building up the Baptist 
educational institutions. Strong com- 
Petition with the te schools is one 
of the features presented and the idea 
of the speakers is that the prime need 
is to build up the church schools to 4 
Point where they can offer scholastic 
attractions equal to the other schools 
of the country. 

Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler, whose 
train was delayed, telegraphed regrets 
that he could not speak on the needs 
of the church schools from the point 
of view of an educator. Dr. Crandall 
Of Minnesota supplemented the re-

port of the board with an address on 
the needs of the church schools from 
the point of view of the parent with 
children to educate. 

“As Baptists, we have not been lead- 
ers in the educationai propoganda,” 
said Dr. Padelford, reporting for the 
educational board. “in some of our 
States we have over twice as many of 
Our Baptist students in the State 
schools as we have in our church 
schools and the State schools are gain- 
ing on us rapidly. This is one of the 
most serious problems that is facing 
the church. Until recently the attitude 
of the church has been to let these 
students most severely alone but now 
we are experimenting with severai 
methods. The most successful of 
these, su far, has been the employment 
of men known as ‘university pastors’ 
who are charged with tne task of min- 
istering to the religious interes‘s of our 
Baptist students in State schools.” 

Six State universiues pre sup- 
plied with “university pastors” 
through the Board of Education and 
there are men giving a part of their 
time in four other large schools, while 
others will be appointed in the near 
future, Dr. Padeitord said. 

The report of the secretary included 
the results of investigations of severa! 
Baptist schools in need of funds and 
tentative plans were outiinea ivr 
sistance when finances will permit. 

Dr. Crandall said his experienca ns 
been that the average parents do not 
know whether pegagoxy mw an 
diluvian bird or a new form of disease 
but they do want educational results 
when they send their children to 
school. “We parents realize that 
great changes have come and are com- 
ing in the world of education and we 
covet the very best for the children 
whose welfare is of greater moment to 
us than our very lives,” continued Dr. 
Crandall. “There is a great. need to- 
day for that good, old-fashioned 
purity, goodness, honesty and truth. 
We want our boys and giris to grow 
up with these qualities—out we want 
more. We want this goodness to be 
rooted in their faith in Jesus Christ. 

Where shall we send our boys? 
There are public schools all around 
us that are richly endowed and the 
church school can not compete finan- 
cially with the State school. This talk 


about godless sahools is an amusing 


but unprofitable occupation and we 
should remember that there can not 


are teaching. We ought rather to 
spend our time thanking God that a 
religious and Christian spirit pervades 
our great institutions of learning even 
though they be State universities 
where the teaching of religion is 


“We must remember that we can 
not hail & sign that says ‘Baptist Col- 
lege’ on a barn and thereby make a 
school. We must make our Baptist 
denominational schools efficient from 
a scholastic point of view or quit the 
business and remember that it is time 
to “Put up the goods or take down 
the sign’ if we are successful in this 
movement.”

SOME NEW LAWS. 
WHAT THE CITY RECEIVED. 


What the Legislature did with 
measures submitted on behalf of Los 


Angeles, is told in a lengthy report 
submitted yesterday to the Counci! by 
Assistant City Attorney Robertson, 
who was the chief lobbyist for the 
city at Sacramento during the session. 
Mr. Robertson, who did not return 
from the north until finis had been 
written across each bill in which the 
city was directly interested, worked 
untiringly for the measures submitted 
by the Council and various other city 
departments. 
' Most of the measures extend the 


solldation and annexation, and in 
financing public improvements, aiso 
to provide for the new conditions re- 
lating to distribution of water and re- 
lationship with annexed territory. 

, Among the important measures en- 
acted for the good of Los Angeles, Mr. 
Robertson reports the following as 
having passed both houses and signed 
by the Governor: 

Providing for the holding of an 
election in territory which is con- 
tiguous to territory in which an elec- 
tion has been held for the purpose of 
annexation and which last named 
territory is contiguous to a munici- 
pality. 

Providing for the consolidation of 
two or more municipal corporations. 

Providing for the formation of dis- 
tricts within municipalities in which 
bonds maw’ be issued for local public 
improvements. This is known as the 
4istrict bond act, and is designed par- 
ticularly for possible use in the ac- 
quisition of the Union Hollywood 
Water Company system. 

The Investment Bond Act. which 
authorizes a municipality to incur in- 
debtedness by issuance and sale of 
bonds for investing the proceeds aris- 
ing from the eale thereof in other 
bonds. 

Several other billie which passed 
both houses are stili pending before 
the Governor, says Mr. Robertson, 
but prospects are that a majority of 
them will be eventually enacted into 
law. 

Gets Quick Action. 

Councilman George Williams caused 
a fence to be removed yesterday in 
record time. The obstruction that has 


been in the street at Forty-sixth street 
and McKinley avenue was cleared 
when the Councilman took the matter 
up with the Board of Public Works. 
McKinley avenue has been opened 
from Fortieth street to Slauson ave- 
nue, but although the property own- 
ers in the assessment district paid 
for the use of that street, the fence 
at Forty-sixth street has obstructed 
travel. Complaints made to Council- 
man Williams moved him to instant 
action, and the fence was removed 
through an order yesterday. 


Salary Fund Deficit. 

City Engineer Hamlin yesterday re- 
ported to the Board of Public Works 
that at the end of the present fiscal 
year, on June 30, there will be a 
salary deficit in the engineering de- 
partment of $30,000. “This has been 
caused principally by the department 
having a tremendous amount of im- 
provement work on hand,” says the 
Hamlin report.
